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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 45 (from which claims 46-49, 51, 52 and 54-56 depend) has been amended to recite methods for 
suppressing "hypertrophy of the vascular intima" by administration of anti-human TF antibodies. Likewise, claim 53 (previously dependent 
upon claim 45) has been amended to independent form, and now recites a method for suppressing "hypertrophy of the vascular intima" by 
administration of antibody fragments of the same specificity No such limitation was previously recited in the claims, which were directed to 
methods of suppressing blood vessel growth. Thus, the amended claims require new search and consideration of not only the instant 
specification for support of the new limitations, but also, at the least, of the prior art made of record..
